The 200 Yen 
were only issued for two days. This handsome Specimen is of that ill-fated emergency type. Red “Mi-hon” overprints and hole-punched cancella- 
tions are noted on this original example. A rust paper clip dent and a few edge nicks do not detract from the overall appearance of this rare type. At 
the time of cataloging, there are only a total of eleven examples registered in the PMG Population Report with only three examples in Uncirculated 
condition. This is an important opportunity to acquire an incredibly rare Specimen from a financially disastrous time in Japanese history.

The 
defaulting Buyer is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any 
applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price 
of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction.
